Welfare Director Kwegyir Aggrey 
warned earlier this month that lower 
benefits would be necessary if the 
legislature failed to provide funds to 
meet an anticipated shortage in the 
Medicaid budget. 


"We have come to a decision to 
make these cuts very reluctantly and 
only because no other methods had 
been provided by which we can save 
the Medicaid program," Aggrey said. 
“Without the cuts we would have to 
face closing down the M edicaid 
program entirely.” 
For the average family of four 
receiving $254 m onthly in 
ADC 
benefits, the 12 per cent cut will mean 
$30 less a month. For an individual it 
means a $10 reduction. 
There are 540,000 Ohioans on ADC 
rolls. 
Medicaid recipients will be required 
to pay for part of the medical service, 
drugs or treatment they receive. 
Prescription drugs, for instance, will 
cost the Medicaid recipient 50 cents, a 
trip to the dentist $2, and entry into a 
nursing home $7 or $8.

Ocasek, D-27 Akron, placed respon­ 
sibility for cutbacks with Republican 
Gov. James A. Rhodes.

Aggrey said he was moving ahead 
with the cut in benefits despite the 
pending legislation which majority 
Democrats contend would meet the 
Medicaid money problem while in­ 
creasing efficiency within the agency.

Shoemaker, D-88 Bonnieville, will get 
its first committee hearing Tuesday. 
Democratic leaders have promised 
floor aition on the bill when the Gener­ 
al Assembly returns from recess Sept.

"It will fall millions of dollars short 
of our needs and will not even come up 
for consideration until the last half of 
Septem ber,” Aggrey said of the 
Democratic plan. "The department 
has deadlines it must meet." 
Aggrey claims the trim in benefit 
plans will enable the department to 
meet a Nov. 15 deadline set by the 
federal government for the state to 
certify that Medicaid is adequately 
funded. The cuts are expected to save 
the $58 million needed to attract 
federal funds for Mediciad, according 
to welfare officials. 
"We believe that it is better to make 
cuts in both programs rather than lose 
the Medicaid program entirely," he 
said. 
Aggiey chose Sept. 14 to schedule 
hearings on the lower benefits in five 
cities: Columbus, C leveland, Cin­ 
cinnati, Canton and Toledo. 
Here is how the cut would affect 
some other Medicaid benefits:

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Over $80,000 Available 
To M ail Truck Robbers

Robbers, who kidnapped and ab­ 
ducted a United States Postal Service 
delivery man in Commercial Point 
Friday morning, "had access” to over 
$80,000 in currency, stocks, traveler’s 
checks and jewelry, postal authorities 
claim. 


The anonymous source claims exact 
totals 
will not be determined until 
postal workers can sift through sacks 
of mail which were recovered when a 
Columbus 
P olice 
D epartm ent 
helicopter located the truck and its 
driver in rural farm land in Southern 
Franklin County, five miles from 
Commercial Point. 


Several of the bags were cut open, 
the source says, in what appeared to be 
an attempt to find the pieces of 
registered mail that contained the 
valuables. 
All 
of the 
mail, 
including 
the 
registered pieces, were destined for 
delivery in Pickaway County with 
other first class letters on the daily 
Star Route. 
The driver, Leslie B. Shafer, 54, 
Columbus, was apparently unharmed 
through the ordeal, which began at 
5:45 a.m. when he was knocked out 
with a chemical substance used by the 
bandits inside the post office and did 
not end until rescue workers released 
him from bondage at 3:15 p.m. 
Shafer, apparently unharmed, was 
handcuffed to the outside mirror of his 
vehicle when authorities converged on 
the area. 
His truck was spotted by a Columbus 
Police Helicopter in a field off Borror 
Road, south of Zuber Road, in Franklin 
County. 
Heavy fog cover, enough to impair 
visibility and keep the helicopter on its 
pad, ham pered the investigation. 
Pickaw ay County Sheriff Dwight 
Radcliff requested the air search 
shortly after 7:45 a.m. when he was 
notified of the crime. 


However, the helicopter was not 
permitted to begin until about 2:15 
p.m. 
Deputy Bill Dountz, and Deputy Jim 
Fite, in an airplane piloted by Bill 
Clifton, were forced to discontinue 
their air search of the Commercial 
Point area shortly after it began at ll 
a.m . 
because 
of 
the 
visib ility 
problems. 
Shafer, an employe of the Schwartz 
Trucking Co., Grove City, since 1969, 
has worked as the Star Route driver 
for three or four years, according to 
Sheriff Radcliff. 
He picked up the Pickaway County 
— bound mail 5:15 a.m. Friday at the 
Columbus Post Office and arrived in 
Commercial Point between 5:30 and 
5:45 a.m. 
Shafer was grabbed by three 
masked men after leaving the mail in 
the post office. The men placed a cloth 
with a 
"sweet-smelling" 
chemical 
substance over his face, 
and 
he 
blacked out. He w as apparently 
hooded by the robbers, Sheriff Radcliff 
said. 
C om m ercial 
Point 
P ostm aster 
George Null arrived at the Post Office 
about 6:30 a.m. and found the mail 
sack in its customary place. However, 
Null reported that the front door was 
left unlocked, and that he found a pair 
of gloves and Shafer’s hat inside the 
Post Office. 
When the truck did not arrive in Ash­ 
ville or Circleville, he became worried 
and contacted postal authorities. 
Sheriff Radcliff headed his team of 
investigators, Detective Don Thomp­ 
son and Deputies Billy Huffman and 
Danny D ew ey, who checked out 
various leads in the area. 
Agent Jim Hockenberry of London’s 
Bureau of Criminal Identification and 
Investigation also aided in the probe. 
A federal investigation is being held 
in conjunction by Postal Inspector L. 
G. Terflinger.

A two-ton truck and supposedly 
another vehicle put quite a shock to 
Leslie B. Shafer, of 270 South Cyprus, 
Columbus.

At approximately 5:45 a.m., which is 
the usual time of delivery at the 
Commercial Point Postal Office by the 
routeman, Schafer was then grabbed 
by two persons, one on each side of 
him.

This 
white towel contained some chemical 
that was sweet smelling and that 
blacked out Shafer. 
He was sure that the substance was 
not chloroform, as he has been around 
it before.

was not physically 
abused, nor were the abductor’s mean 
to him. 
He was only then moved to a field 300 
yards off of Borror Road which is 1,000 
yards north of Pickaway County line. 
There he was handcuffed to the right 
rear view mirror of the truck.

Use Care In Pruning Trees

Pruning of trees and shrubs can be 
done any time of the year. That’s right, 
but there are recommended times, and 
continual improper pruning can result 
in damage or decline of the plant

Major 
scaffold branches 
should be spaced at least 8 inches and 
preferably IO to 24 inches vertically. 
Radical branch distribution should 
allow 5 to 7 scaffolds to fill the circle of 
space around the trunk. Radial 
spacing prevents one limb from being 
over another which rn turn prevents 
competition for light and nutrients. 
Direct plant growth by pruning during 
the growing season as well as when the 
tree is dormant. During the growing 
season, pruning is usually confined to 
shoots and branches that are tem­ 
porary and will not become permanent 
branches. Pinching the growing point 
or complete removal of a shoot will 
reduce its competition with the leader 
or shoots selected for scaffold limbs 
Remove or prune shoots that are too 
low, too close, or too vigorous in 
relation to the leader and shoots 
selected to become the scaffold 
branches.

During the growing season, pinching 
the tips of vigorous growing, tem­ 
porary branches may be necessary to 
keep them in bounds and reduce 
competition with the leader and 
permanent branches. Most trees 
should be examined several times 
during the year and should be checked 
first when the new growth is 4 to 6 
inches long. 
A tree may not be tall enough when 
planted to select 
any 
permanent 
lateral branches. 
If laterials are 
present or grow below where the 
lowest permanent branch is wanted, 
they should be handled as temporary 
laterals. After two or three years, 
when the trunks of small trees are two 
or more inches rn caliper, the number 
of temporary branches can be reduced 
over the next two to three years. 
Remove the largest ones at each 
pruning to minimize the size of the 
pruning wounds. 
Common Rust, 
Smut Attack Corn

sity, says pruning should not be done at 
the convenience of the pruner, but 
rather when it results in optimum 
growth of the plant. If this rule is kept 
in mind, there is little chance of 
damaging the plant. In general, the 
best time to prune most plants is 
during the late winter or early spring 
prior to beginning of growth. 
Some plants are sold as one-year 
whips, which are young trees with a 
long stem and few or no branches. 
However, most trees are sold as two- 
year, three-year, or older specimens 
on which structural branches have 
already begun to develop, Smith says. 
Prune at the time of planting only to 
remove broken or damaged branches 
or roots, to remove branches not 
suitable to form the main framework, 
or to shape the plant to a somewhat 
symmetrical form. Do not prune back 
the central leader of the tree unless no 
leader is wanted, as in certain small 
flowering trees or where multiple 
stemmed plants are desired. 
Early pruning to direct the growth of 
young trees is very important, if 
mature trees are to function as ex­ 
pected in the landscape, Smith says. 
The growth habit of a plant and its 
landscape use determine how and to 
what extent the tree must be pruned to 
train it to the desired form. Trees with 
a central leader and a conical shape 
like conifers, Sweet Gum and Pin Oak 
may need little or no pruning. Trees 
with irregular growth habits, poor 
branch structure, or vigorous laterals 
such as Silver Maple may need con­ 
siderable pruning. 
Prune a young tree only enough to 
effectively direct its growth and to 
correct any structural weakness. 
Branches you select to leave as per­ 
manent scaffolds must have wide 
angles of attachment with the trunk for 
greatest strength. 
The height of the first permanent 
branch above the ground will depend 
on the tree’s use such as for screening, 
windbreak or in street planting. The 
position of the limb on the trunk 
remains the same throughout the life 
of the tree. The height of the lowest 
branch can be a few inches from the 
ground such as is desired for screening 
or windbreaks, or 6 to 12 feet above the 
ground as needed over a street or a 
patio. 
Vertical branch spacing is important 
in many species for future dominance, 
structural strength, and appearance. 
On mature trees, 
closely 
spaced 
scaffolds may “break up” in storms 
more easily than those with wider 
spacing. Closely spaced scaffolds will 
have fewer laterals, resulting in long, 
thin branches with little structural

Com rust caused by the fungus, 
Puccinia sorghi, is epidemic on field 
and sweet com. I do not recall seeing it 
as prevalent in any previous year. It is 
causing economic loss in late planted 
sweet com (not yet or just tasseling) 
and in some late planted field com 
(planted in early June). 
Com rust spores are spread by wind 
and disease development is favored by 
cool temperatures (65 degrees - 70 
degrees F) and humid weather. Once 
established heavy dews and cool 
weather may result in continued 
spread. 
The 
cinnamon-brown 
powdery 
pustules of the rust fungus form on 
both surfaces of the leaves. The small 
individual rust pustules are circular to 
elongate and are sparsely to thickly 
scattered. Later, the pustules become 
dark brown to black as a different 
spore stage develops. 
Most field com in Ohio is likely 
sufficiently advanced in development 
so that yield reduction will not occur. 
However, it is possible that premature 
leaf killing may predispose some 
plants to stalk 
rot 
and lodging. 
Average weekly temperatures in most 
of Ohio have been below normal since 
late June. This cool weather along with 
ample to excessive rainfall in some 
areas help to explain the development 
of com rust in Ohio this summer. 
Obviously, at least some of the hybrids 
being used are susceptible. 
It may be feasible in some instances 
to use a fungicide on late sweet com. 
Zineb (Dithane Z-78) on sweet com has 
been approved for use. However, if 
used, the treated fodder must not be 
fed to dairy animals or animals being 
finished for slaughter. 
Common smut or boil smut (white 
tumorous galls, later turning black) is 
found wherever corn is grown. 
Losses from common smut in the 
Midwest are highly variable, ranging 
from a trace up to 6 per cent or more in 
localized areas, and even approaching 
IOO per cent in some individual fields of 
sweet com. It is doubtful whether 
losses in grain yield exceed 2 per cent 
over very wide areas. The number, 
size, and location of smut galls on the 
plant affect the amount of yield loss. 
I,arge galls on or above the ear are 
more destructive than galls below the 
ear. Galls resulting from detasseiing 
are usually small and generally cause 
little damage. 
The relationship between weather 
conditions and the amount and 
severity of common smut is not clear. 
Dry weather generally favors smut; 
and the disease is more prevalent in 
the western Com Belt than in the more 
humid eastern part. It is not known,

spread of the fungus. 
Smut is often prevalent on vigorous 
plants grown in soil that is especially 
high in organic matter and nitrogen, 
particularly if applications of barn­ 
yard manure have been heavy. 
Injuries 
due 
to 
hail, 
insects, 
detasseiing, cultivation, or spraying 
increase the amount of smut. 
Smut galls are not poisonous to 
animals except as they increase the 
dust content of dry fodder. 
All above ground parts of the plant 
are susceptible, particularly the 
young, actively growing or em­ 
bryonic com tissue. Symptoms are 
easily recognized. Galls are first 
covered with a glistening, greenish- to 
silvery-white membrane. Except for 
galls on leaves, the interior of these 
galls soon darkens, with the mem­ 
brane rupturing to expose millions of 
greasy to powdery, sooty spores, 
known 
as 
chlamydospores 
or 
teliospores. Galls on leaves seldom 
develop beyond pea-size, becoming 
hard and dry without rupturing. Early 
infection may kill young plants, but not 
often. 
Ustilago maydis (U.zeae) is the 
casual fungus. It attacks only com and 
the closely related teosinte. The black 
spores that make up most of the sooty 
galls are easily blown long distances 
by the wind. Tile spores germinate in 
water at about 50 degrees to 95 degrees 
F. Infection occurs by means of in­ 
fection threads (hyphae) arising 
directly 
from 
a 
germinating 
chlamydospore or developing after 
fusion of opposite mating types. The 
com smut fungus causes host cells to 
increase in size and number, forming 
galls. Eventually the galls are entirely 
converted to a black, powdery, spore 
mass. 
The time interval between infection 
and the formation of mature galls 
varies from I to 3 weeks or more. 
Spores formed in the first smut galls 
may germinate and infect the same or 
other plants. Galls form and spores 
disseminate more or less continuously 
through the summer. The smut fungus 
overwinters as spores in crop refuse, 
manure, and possibly the soil. 
When animals eat “smutty” stalks, 
leaves, and ears, the spores remain 
alive during passage through the 
animal’s alimentary canal and are 
carried in the manure. Smut spores 
are killed by the acids in silage. 
The most effective control measure 
is 
to 
plant 
hybrids 
with 
some 
resistance. No hybrid is completely 
resistaat, however, and herbicides 
may lower what resistance there is. 
Other 
measures 
are 
to 
avoid 
mechanical injuries to the plant when 
cultivating or spraying, protect the 
plants against com insects, and follow 
a well-balanced soil fertility program 
based on soil tests. In the home gar­ 
den, the number of spores, can be 
reduced by removing the galls before 
they rupture. Seed treatment is not 
effective.

4-H needs a few good people like you 
to share your time and taowledge with 
young people. A 4-H advisor is any 
adult who works as a volunteer with a 
group of 4-H members. 


This past year we had over ** million 
4-H volunteers in the U.S., over 21,000 
un Ohio and 317 in Pickaway County. 
This may sound like quite a few 4-H 
advisors, but we need more. 


It isn’t necessary to give a large 
amount of time to be of great service. 
There are only two requirements for a 
4-H volunteer: you must like boys and 
girls, and be genuinely interested in 
them. There are a variety of services 
adult volunteers perform and all 
contributions are important. 


If the thought of conducting a 
meeting for a large group scares you, 
don’t worry! Many new clubs have less 
than 8 members. Large clubs have 
several advisors, or there may be only 
one or two. The number of advisors 
depend on the club, the members, the 
projects, and activities and the 
program. 


You have different leadership skills 
and there are several types of 4-H 
advisors. Advisors cooperate to form a 
leadership team. The teamwork 
makes it easier for advisors to share 
the work and responsibility. 


The organizational advisor coor­ 
dinates the program in the club. The 
major jobs of the organizational ad­ 
visor are: to enroll members, assist in 
the overall all club program and 
counsel with officers so they know 
their jobs and can follow through. 
The project advisor works in one or 
more project areas. This advisor’s 
responsibilities include: teaching 
members in a definite subject-matter 
area, such as electricity, foods, pet 
care, clothing, woodworking, etc.; 
helping members gain skills related to 
their project; and helping members 
think through and make decisions 
based upon factual information. 
The third type of advisor is the ac­ 
tivity advisor. He or she assists 
members with definite activities such 
as tours, safety talks, camp activities, 
demonstrations, etc. The advisor 
might also work with communities for 
special activities such as safety 
campaigns, health programs, window 
displays, fair exhibits, or community 
projects. 
If you are interested in youth, but 
don’t feel you can commit yourself to 
being an advisor, you can be a con­ 
sultant for one of the 180 4-H projects 
that you may have expertise in, or you 
may have a special interest or hobby 
that you could share with youth. Every 
year there are various special events 
such as mall shows, day camps, and 
others that need your help. 
Giving of yourself can be very 
rewarding, so volunteer a little of 
yourself to 4-H’ers in need of adult help 
in your community. Now is the time to 
make plans for the next 4-H club year 
in Pickaway County. Call or write the 
Cooperative Extension Service, 137 W. 
Franklin Street, phone 474-7534, or talk 
to a 4-H advisor in your community.

As school days approach, many 
shoppers will be selecting school 
clothing. Gothing is a way for children 
to gain confidence, poise, and ac­ 
ceptance by others. 
“Children do care what they wear — 
they are interested in clothes,” says 
Norma A. Deyo, Extension Clothing 
Specialist at The Ohio State Univer­ 
sity. “Young children want clothes 
similar to those of Dad or Mom, or big 
sister. Older boys and girls want to 
dress like their playmates. They don’t 
want to be dressed in clothes that are 
noticeably different.” 
Permitting children to wear clothes 
they like may prevent some hurt 
feelings and resentment, explains the 
specialist. Gothes add to a child’s 
happiness, poise and self-confidence, 
and help him become a well-adjusted 
adult. Gothes are personal, and the 
child sees clothes as a part of himself. 
He associates what is said about his 
clothes with himself. 
Favorable comments about a per­ 
son’s clothes - either a child or adult - 
increase satisfaction 
and clothing 
preferences, according to Mrs. Deyo. 
A child’s clothing preferences are 
signs of choice making and growth 
toward independence. He needs to be 
at ease and comfortable in his clothes. 
The specialist suggests giving 
children opportunities to help choose 
their clothes at an early age. “Of 
course,” she adds, “you or another 
adult should make the first selections 
of several equally satisfactory gar­ 
ments. Then the child can make the 
final choice.” 
Consider children’s needs as well as 
their likes. Some clothes must give 
protection and warmth; others need to 
be cool. They should allow for growth 
and activity, and should be easy to 
launder and require very little special 
care. Self-help features encourage 
children to develop initiative and self- 
reliance. And safe clothing is a must. 
Like adults, children need clothes for 
various occasions - for play, school, 
sleeping, and dress-up. They need 
clothes for different seasons, too.

Children from families whose in­ 
come is at or below the levels shown 
are eligible for (free or reduced-price 
meals or free milk).

Lily Tomlin Talks

NEW YORK - The other day in 
California. Lily Tomlin was bitten by a 
gorilla. 
The gorilla, just 5 years old and 
unsophisticated in the ways of show 
business, only chomped on lily’s 
finger - when it could so easily have 
devoured it 
The actress understood “It was the 
end of a long day before the cameras 
and Koko, that 
was her 
name, 
associated me with the work ethic, 
which she apparently disapproved.” 
Still, lily’s feelings were hurt. “I 
took it as a rejection,’' she concedes. 
What the pretty Miss Tomlin and the 
ugly anthropoid were doing together 
on camera was talking sign language. 
Lilly learned to communicate in sign 
language for her dramatic role in the 
film “Nashville,’’ and the gorilla 
“speaks” about 300 words herself, 
having been taught the art by an an­ 
thropologist on a grant from National 
Geographic. 
“ Koko talks quite well,” says 
Tomlin, “but she lies a lot. And she 
sulks. However, she’s developed an 
imagination. Know what she calls a 
Danish pastry0 . . . a ‘cookie rock.’ She 
calls a ring a finger bracelet,’ and 
refers to a mask as an ‘eye hat.’ Pretty 
incredible, huh?” 
But she sure knows how to hurt a 
person. 
The one-day encounter was one 
segment of an NBC special, to be seen 
tomorrow night, titled “People.” The 
90-minute program is a pilot venture 
for a show based on the format of 
People 
Magazine: 
Life 
Styles, 
Biography, Science, Interview, etc. 
Koko fell under the Science category. 
In other sections of the show, Lily 
performs other daring feats .. . 
“Like I just came in from filming a 
sequence on the streets,” Lily ex­ 
claimed cheerfully as she arrived, a 
few minutes late, at my office. “The 
idea was, I was just going to go out on 
Fifth Avenue in New York and hug 
everybody I saw - to film their reac­ 
tions, you know? I’m a little shy, so it 
wasn’t too easy at first, but after 
awhile I was real confident - I must 
have hugged a couple hundred people. 
I’d just go up and say ‘I’m gonna hug 
you - all right?’ 
“And know what? Not one of em bit 
me.” 
Suddenly Ms. Tomlin’s face, one of 
the most expressive inventions of 
nature, crumpled into a limpid pool of 
despair. “Oh, no, I realize what I did 
wrong. I should have asked all those 
people to hug each other after I hugged 
them. Oh, that would have been nice. 
I’m sorry I didn’t think about that.” 
Always creative, Lily admits she 
suffers occasional emotional highs and 
lows; but quickly bounces back: “I 
could have a depression on the 
elevator going down from this office, 
but by the time I get to the street I’m 
buoyant.” Or vice versa. That’s 
because she’s a woman of high 
imagination, and imaginative persons 
don’t 
just 
chug 
along 
on 
even 
emotional keels. 
“I have a reputation for being funny, 
but I’m not a comic at all,” she says. 
“It’s just that I got famous on ‘Laugh­ 
ing ” But she’s not a comediene like 


Lucy Ball, or a clown like Carol 
Burnett or a buffoon like Phyllis Diller. 
What Lily Tomlin is, is an enor­ 
mously pretty, black-haired, slim 
young woman in her mid-thirties who 
is at heart a dramatic actress. The 
famous funny characters she has 
created on TV - Edith Ann, the 
precocious 5-year-old, Mrs. Earbore, 
the Tasteful Lady, and Ernestine, the 
prune-faced telephone operator - are 
really only lightly satirized im­ 
pressions of very real people she has 
seen and known. 
When Lily, playing little Edith Ann, 
says “I don’t usually get a cold. I have 
leprosy’’ - it is really Lily im­ 
personating herself when young. "Like 
I read up on leprosy when I was a kid,’’ 
she’s said, “and found out it had an 
incubation period of ll years, so I 
spent a lot of time thinking I might 
have it and wouldn’t know for another 
IO years.” 
During those IO years, while she was 
waiting to be sent to a leprosarium 
(preferably Kalaupaupa. the famous 
colony on the Hawaiian island of 
Molokai), Lily Tomlin was graduated 
from Detroit schools and entered 


Wayne State University, also in 
Detroit, as a pre-med student When 
things got rough, she wanted to be 
able to heal herself But after playing a 
role in the college production of “The 
Madwoman of Qiaillot,” Tomlin was 
asked to play in a variety show • for 
which she devised the character of 
Mrs Earbore, a composite of the rich 
matrons she’d seen in suburban 
Grosse Pointe, Mich. 
So 
praised 
was 
lily 
for this 
irreverent satirical acting that she 
suddenly resolved to give up medicine 
("at whatever risk’’ to her own future 
health) and turn to show biz. The 
decision, as several million fans will 
attest, was a correct one. 
At first, it was rough getting work. 
But she persisted. She got a job as a 
Howard Johnson’s waitress in the HJ 
emporium on Broadway, found a loud 
speaker there, and announced over it: 
"Your Howard Johnson’s waitress of 
the week, Miss Lily Tomlin, is about to 
make her appearance on the floor. 
Let’s all give her a big hand!” 
She was let go, of course. But the 
applause kept her morale up until she 
finally found more lucrative work . . . 
Energy Tax Program 
Divorced From Bill 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The massive 
tax-revision bill now being considered 
by a Senate-House conference com­ 
mittee will not include a $500 million 
package of energy conservation tax 
breaks. 
The Senate Finance Committee 
agreed Thursday to drop the package 
from the bill and to reintroduce its 
energy-saving provisions in a separate 
energy bill. 
The committee also voted to boost 
the 4-cent-a-gallon federal tax on 
gasoline by one-half cent for three 
years, saying it would offset the money 
the Treasury would lose if the energy 
conservation package is revived. 
But the chances for passage ot the 
energy bill — particularly one raising 
the gasoline tax — before Congress 
adjourns for the fall elections appear 
slim. Earlier this month the Senate 
voted three-to-one against an attempt 
to raise the gas levy by a penny. 
Both the House and Senate have 
approved the essence of the energy 
conservation measures, but the House 
is reluctant to consider the energy 
proposals as part of the big tax bill. 
Several senators and committee 
aides said they expected the energy 
bill to die, and that it was just an 
elaborate way for the Senate to back 
down on the provision. 
The conservation program would 
allow a taxpayer to take up to $225 off 
his tax bill as partial reimbursement 
for the cost of buying and installing in­ 
sulation, caulking, and storm doors 
and windows in his home. 
Other tax benefits would go to 
homeowners and businessmen who 
install geothermal or solar heating 
equipment or heat pumps. Firms that 
buy deepcoal-mining and shale-oil- 
conversion equipment also would get 
They'll Do It Every Time 
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tax breaks. There also would be tax 
incentives for windmills. 
In other action Thursday at the tax 
bill conference, the Senate conferees 
accepted a House proposal to increase 
taxes on the profits corporations earn 
through exports. 
The compromise would cut about 
$600 million a year from a $1.5-billion 
program of tax benefits for cor­ 
porations. 
The conference has not yet taken up 
the tax bill’s main provisions affecting 
individuals, although it is considered 
certain to extend through 1977 the 
individual tax cuts enacted last year.

GROVE CITY, Ohio (AP) — Thirty- 
one women employes of Robertshaw 
Controls Co. were evacuated Friday 
when they complained of nausea and 
breathing problems. 


It was the second time in two days 
that employes were stricken with what 
one worker called a “cheap drunk 
feeling.” 


Employes were treated for symp­ 
toms similar to those observed in 15 
workers on Wednesday, Jackson 
Township officials said. Some of the 
women treated Friday were tile same 
ones who suffered earlier. 
Company officials said the federal 
Occupational Safety and Health

Damage to the heart muscle, once 
thought to be irreversible, now may be 
repaired if appropriate drugs are 
administered promptly.

described that uses radioactive 
isotopes, technetium and thallium. 
When injected into the bloodstream, 
these radioactive substances travel 
through the heart and virtually outline 
the damage tissue with scanning 
devices. 
The work, still in the experimental 
stage with laboratory animals, is being 
done at the Medical College of Ohio, in 
cooperation with the National Heart 
and Lung Institute.

Revived Reds Top Phils, 4-1 


Cincinnati Bengals 
Face New Orleans 


NEW ORLEANS (AP) - The Cin­ 
cinnati Bengals come to the Super­ 
dome tonight for a National Football 
league exhibition game against a New 
Orleans team that’s trying to change 
old habits. 
The Saints, under new Coach Hank 
Stram, are on a three-game winning 
streak—their first since the exhibition 
season of 1967, the team’s first year. 
Stram has been trying to rid his 
team of a defeatist attitude bred by 
nine consecutive losing seasons. The 
Saints were 2-12 last season, and have 
never finished better than 5-9. 
Season ticket sales in New Orleans 
dropped from 48,000 last year to 39,500, 
but the team’s strong exhibition show­ 
ing is expected to help draw a crowd of 
nearly 70,000 for tonight’s game. 
The Saints lost to Pittsburgh in its 
first exhibition game this year, but 
now are 3-1. Cincinnati also is 3-1. 
The big surprise of the Saints’ 
preseason has been quarterback 
Bobby Scott’s emergence as a passer. 
Scott, who took over when Archie 
Manning didn’t recover swiftly from 
off-season shoulder surgery, is hitting 
57 per cent of his passes. 


CINCINNATI (AP) — Joe Morgan’s 
curiosity was killing him. “I just 
wanted to find out what I can do — and 
I didn’t want to find out October 10th,” 
said the sparkplug of the Cincinnati’s 
Big Red Machine. 
The Philadelphia Phils found out. 
Morgan stole three bases and drove 
in two runs to pump new life into the 
Reds in a 4-1 victory over the Phils 
Thursday night. It snapped a four- 
game losing streak to the Phils and 
was only the third Cincinnati victory 
against Philadelphia in IO meetings 
Those statistics aren’t apt to impress 
Bengal fans, who are used to Ken 
Anderson’s rem arkable precision. 
Anderson is currently hitting 74 per 
cent of his passes, and he led all NFL 
quarterbacks with a 61 per cent 
completion rate last season. 
This season he has rookie standout 
Billy Brooks to team with Isaac Curtis 
at the wide receiver posts, a double 
threat that could make Anderson even 
more productive as a passer. 
leading the Bengals in rushing is 
Archie Griffin, the two-time Heisman 
Trophy winner from Ohio State. 
Many had thought the 5-foot-9 Griffin 
would be too small for NFL play. But 
he is leading the team with 197 yards 
on 38 carries. He’s scored two touch­ 
downs on runs and one on a pass 
reception. 
The top Saints runner has been 
Chuck Muncie, one of the five running 
backs picked ahead of Griffin in last 
year’s pro draft. Muncie has carried 34 
times and gained 121 yards— not as 
much as Griffin, but not bad for a 
Saints back, especially one who joined 
the team late and has been hampered 
by an injured foot.

AKRON, Ohio (AP) — Some people 
say playing tournament golf with 
Arnold Palmer is about as soothing as 
taking a nap in Times Square on New 
Year’s Eve. 
Slim David Graham, a PGA veteran 
from Australia, has been alongside 
Palmer and underfoot of ‘‘Amie’s 
Army” for two rounds of the $200,000 
American Golf Classic, and says he 
loves it. 
The Aussie shotmaker tamed the 
water-pocked, 7,105-yard North course 
at Firestone Country Club for the 
second straight day Friday, firing a 
five-under-par 67 and moving to eight- 
under 136 and a one stroke lead over 
confident Ray Floyd. 
Graham, who won the Westchester 
Classic two months ago, ran in five 
more birdies Friday to go with four in 
the first round. His only bogey came on 


the tournament’s opening hole. 
The legendary Palmer, struggling to 
a 36-hole total of one-over 145 has 
nevertheless been an inspiration to the 
30-year-old Graham, who said he 
idolized the 46-year-old King of golf as 
a youth.

Treasury will save $134 million a year 
from a major change in taxes on 
capital gains that House and Senate 
conferees have agreed to. 
Conferees agreed Friday to increase 
the length of time an asset such as land 
or stocks must be held to qualify for 
the favorable capital gains tax 
treatm en t, from the current six 
months to nine months in 1977 and to 12 
months in 1978 and thereafter. 
At the same time, the conferees 
agreed to raise the amount of capital 
losses that a taxpayer can deduct from 
ordinary income each year. Currently, 
tax law allows a person to use the 
investment losses to offset up to $1,000 
of salaries and other regular income. 
The conferees agreed to raise the limit 
to $2,000 in 1977 and to $3. OOO in 1978. 
In three days of work, the conferees 
now have reworked the conflicting tax 
bills to the point where the com­ 
promise version would net the U.S. 
Treasury an additional $500 million, 
including the $134 million saved on 
capital gains. 
The tax bill approved by the House 
would have increased tax revenues by 
$1.6 billion, but the Senate measure 
would have reduced revenues by $300 
million. 
Capital gains, or increases in the 
value 
of 
investm ents, 
receive 
favorable tax treatment in that half 


the gain is tax free. Proponents see 
this as an incentive for the risks of in­ 
vestment. 
But critics had complained that six 
months was too short a time for profits 
to qualify for the tax break because the 
incentive was available to speculators 
as well as investors. Thus they favored 
the longer period to qualify the gain for 
the tax break. 


In other action, the conferees: 
—Dropped a Senate provision to 
allow a family tax credit of up to $250 
for each child in college. House con­ 
ferees assured Senate backers that the 
provision would be put to a separate 
vote in the House. The credit would 
eventually cost the T reasury an 
estimated $1.1 billion. 
—Dropped 
a 
House 
provision 
allowing a tax credit of $7 on the first 
$100 spent on home garden tools. This 
was seen as an incentive to start more 
home garden plots and would have cost 
the Treasury an estimated $24 million. 


Democratic presidential candidate 
Jimmy Carter has said he wants to tax 
capital gains at regular rather than 
reduced rates. 
The conferees still have before them 
a variety of differing tax shelter 
provisions, and the provision affecting 
most Americans, the extension of 
existing tax cuts, which is costing the 
Treasury $14.4 billion.

handcuffed to the right rearview 
mirror and some mail bags slit open. 
This land belonged to Edward Meiser. 
The abductors at this time had hand 


guns and are on the APB list with Ohio 
and surrounding states. 
The men slit open a few bags of mail 
and apparantly knew exactly what 
they were looking for. 
Speaking with Shafer, we found that 
he was not shakey nor scared during 
the whole abduction. But he doesn’t 
realize every specific detail as the 
whole thing happened too fast. 
Shafer lives with his wife and two 
children. He has worked for Schwartz 
for nine years and says “There is no 
apparent reason for quitting now, just 
because something like that happened, 
it was just one of those things” . 
Sheriff Dwight Radcliff is most 
interested in finding the criminals and 
their reasons for the tomfoolery that is 
going around. There needs to be a stop 
on this. The Postal Inspectors are very 
much interested in finding what pieces 
of mail are missing and Mr. Shafer’s 
government keys that were taken 
during the hi-jack. 
George Null, who has been with the 
United States Postal Service for nine 
years, lives across the street from the 
post office. His view on the subject was 
“I was more shaken up to the fact that 
at the time I did not know whether Mr. 
Shafer was in, nor whether he (Mr. 
Shafer) was alive or not.” Due to the 
fact that the post office does not open 
until 7 a.m. and the incident occurred 
approximately around 6 a.m.
